MIAMI, May 2S — Dr. Carlas 
Prio Socarras, former l*resident 
I of Cuba, believes that unity w^I 
be achieved by the exiles to 
fi^ht against Premier Ffilel 
Castro and Communism in Cuba.

1961. 

An executive committee of 
47 members has been appointed. 
On Sunday it decided to post- 
pone for 30 days the Election, 
of a central committee to give 
time to bring in Cubans of other 
tendencies, such aa the raider 
groups. 

A committee has been ap-j 
pointed to plan the collection of 
funds among Cubans and Amer- 
icans In the United States- to 
be used for military equipment. 
Another group is worjihig on 
plans for actico against the 
, Castro regime.
